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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regards to applicant's arguments that the 
invention provides unexpected results, this argument is not persuasive. The examples provided in the specification are directed to the 
compressive strength of filled vs unfilled foams, while the argument presented is with regards to the addition of 0.51% talc by weight to the 
process of Ramsey as taught by Alicke and not whether or not to include a filler of any type in Ramsey. The examples fail to show 
unexpected results of the inclusion of 0.01-2% talc which is the basis of the case of obviousness and not the inclusion of other fillers which 
is explicitly taught by Ramsey. With regards to applicant's arguments that there is no indication that Alicke would confer any benefits on the 
process of Ramsey, this argument is not persuasive as Alicke teaches that talc can be used to regulate the cell size of the foamed polymer. 
Thus, Alicke presents an advantage over product control that would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made given that both references are related to the formation of foam boards. With regards to applicant's arguments that it 
would not have been obvious to select specific elements from a group, this argument is not persuasive as it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use a given element in a list of similar elements through routine 
experimentation. With regards to applicant's argument that the process of Allen is too far removed from the processes of Alicke and 
Ramsey to be combined, this argument is not persuasive as Allen is provided for acetone and equivalent blowing agents known and used in 
the art of forming polyetherimide foam which is the same foam produced in the process of Ramsey in view of Alicke. 
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
